E D W IN C. ROBY, IN JU R E D IN COL­ 
L IS IO N IN N E W F R A N K L IN , 
PASSED A W A Y . 


THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED ON TUESDAY 


Mr. 
Roby 
Was 
Engineer of Switch 
Engine and Was Scalded When 
His Locomotive Ran Into 
the Texas Special. 


Walking along the Missouri, Kan­ 


sas and Texas 
railway 
spur tracks 


leading to the company freight depot, 
near Mill street, at 7:30 o'clock Sat­ 
urday night, John Murphy, 
an extra 
gang laborer, aged 
about 
SJO years, 
met death when a switch enghie back­ 
ing west struck him and his compan­ 
ion, 
Joseph 
Miller, 
known 
as 
"Blackie” 
Miller, 
had 
a 
narrow 
escape. 
Murphy fell beneath the wheels of 
the locomotive, which was in charge 
of Engineer Clay Townsend, and his 
body was cut in 
twain, the wheels 
passing acrog^ it just above the hips. 
How Miller escaped 
is not known, 
as the engine was 
right 
on 
them 
when a switchman, Gun Rottler, no­ 
ticed them and yelled at them, 
but 
they failed to hear him. An e»Tort was 
made to stop the engine to avoid the 
accident, but it was too close upon 
the men. 
It is reported that both were drunk,

are known to

WORK IS ONLY FAIRLY BEGUN 


Lands Too W et for Profitable Produc­ 
tion of Crops Should Be Drained— 
Improves Soil by Making It 
More Porous and Friable. 


(Prepared by the United States D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture.) 
By simple drainage much of the wet 
swampy farm land which cannot be 
cultivated 
in its present condition 
may 
be 
made 
productive. 
There 
is 
also 
many 
a 
piece 
of 
culti­ 
vated land which is not producing 
what it could be made to do if it wrere 
properly drained. 
Indeed, according 
tt> the departm ent’s specialists, drain­ 
age in the United States is only fairly 
begun, and its immense possibilities 
are but little known. 
Farm ers’ Bulle­ 
tin No. 524 of the United States de­ 
partment of agriculture discusses this 
subject ih some detail. 
Lands that are too wet for the most 
probable production of crops, such as 
wet level land, low spots, and the dry 
subsoils of flat areas on the summits 
of knolls, river and creek bottoms, and 
peat bogs, should be drained. 
Even 
uplands may often be drained with 
profit, especially hillsides subject to 
erosion or inclined to be “spouty." Im 
deed, drainage is profitable wherever 
it is necessary to the fullest use of the 
-and. 
It is not uncommon for lands 
;oo wet for cultivation 
to produce, 
when drained, 60 to TO bushels of corn 
oats or from one to one and a half 
>ales of cotton to the acre. On much 
uf the drained land the increase of 
yield is from 25 to IOO per cent, and 
by the increased yield and decreased 
cost of cultivation the value of the 
and is often doubled. 
Improves the Soil. 
Drainage improves the physical con­ 
dition of the soil by making it more 
porous and friable. 
Thus stiff soils 
are made more easy to work. 
The 
roots of plants are given a greater 
feeding depth by the lowering of the 
water level and hence the ability of 
crops to utilize moisture is increased. 
Well-drained soils absorb more rain­ 
fall than undrained soils, thus de­ 
creasing erosion and damage by floods. 
Drainage warms the soil. 
Heat 
.'rom the sun acts directly upon the 
soil when excessive moisture is re 
moved by drainage. 
This is notice­ 
able in the North, where the planting 
season is from one to two weeks 
earlier on drained land than on sim­ 
ilar land W’hen undrained. . The dan­ 
ger of damage by frost both in the 
spring and in the fall is reduced. 
Warming of the soil also causes the

less slope will do. 
Outlet ditches should usually follow 
the natural coarse of the water, al­ 
though efficiency and economy may 
necessitate a diversion from the nat­ 
ural watercourse. 
Use of Open Ditches. 
When the ditch runs through a field, 
the earth should be leveled back from 
the bank, so that no more ground 
than is necessary will be lost from 
cultivation. 
When the value of the 
land is high, the open ditch should 
not be used where it is practicable to 
use tile.

Crops can be cultivated sooner after 


1 rain, and if covered tile drains are 
used instead of open ditches machin­ 
ery can be used to better advantage 
m d the cost of cultivation decreased. 
Health conditions are also improved 
by the drainage of swamps and stand­ 
ing water. 
The breeding places for 
mosquitoes are removed, with the con­ 
sequent abolishment of malaria in the 
ocality. 
Practical System. 
The most practical drainage system 
.s one that is adequate, permanent, 
uses khe least possible land, and is 
not a hindrance to cultivation. 
Tile 
drains which empty into either open 
or closed outlets most nearly provide 
such a system. By the open-ditch sys­ 
tem much valuable land is occupied, 
the drainage is seldom thorough, and 
the ditches become filled and have to 
be cleaned out. 
Open ditches some­ 
times occupy as much as ten per cent 
and frequently five per cent of the 
area drained. 
Thus it is that tile 
drains, while more expensive to in­ 
stal!. are generally the most econom­ 
ical in the end. 
In laying out a drainage system, 
the outlet is the first consideration. 
Un rolling or hilly lands channels 
nave usually been washed out, al- 
tnough they may need to be straight­ 
ened and cleaned out. 
On low. level 
land it is usually necessary to dig 
open 
ditches, and 
they should 
be 
straight and deep, since curves check 
the flow of water, wbile in a deep ditch 
water generally flows more rapidly 
and less vegetation is likely to 
b t 
present. 
The outlets should be deep

large as three feet in diameter are fre­ 
quently used, and, being covered over, 
they do not occupy tillable land or 
divide a field. 
Where properly laid, 
there is little danger of the tiles fill­ 
ing and practically no maintenance 
cost. 
Because 
water

faster 
through tiles they can bo much small­ 
er than the open ditch. 
The latter, 
how-ever, has an advantage in holding 
more water after a rain, though, per­ 
haps, not carrying more. The farmer 
Is in a position to judge for himself 
w’hen it is profitable to use tile.

ded authority in Mexico to enable him 
to restore law and order to ihat dis­ 
tracted country. The first principles 
of government are 
lawf 
and order. 
Without them 
all 
government is a 
failure, and with them the wr >rst gov­ 
ernment may he endured pending its 
improvement. 
That Carranza can really give the 
people a popular government will he 
doubted. 
His 
course 
has not. been 
such as to make 
Americans believe 
he will make an ideal presiuent. So 
far as can be seen, he is a pig headed, 
pragmatical stickler for empiy forms 
and turgid dignity. But that is of no 
consequence. 
What the res* of the 
world wishes is that Mexico be re­ 
stored to peace. 
If Carranza 
is 
the kind of a man 
th e Mexican people wran‘ he will suit 
th e rest of the world. If he Is not, it 
is to bo hoped that they will get his 
successor by 
more 
peaceable 
and 
quiet means than have obtained in 
the past. In a word, all that the rest 
of the world w*ants if for Mexico to 
keep quiet and behave herself.

and 
Americanization 
of 
candidates for citizenship is receiving 
gratifying support.

It’s hMrd to convince some persons 
that good roads pay. They are blind­ 
ed by the cost. They say the price is 
too high. They admit benefits, but in­ 
sist that they do not balance the cost 
There are two good reasons for good 
roads. One is that 
they 
enable the 
farmer to haul heavier loads w ith less 
w*ear and tear and 
greater comfort 
and the other is 
that 
they enable 
quicker and 
easier 
locomotion 
be­ 
tween farms, towns and from distant 
points. Last year 250,000 au* ^mobiles 
loaded with out-of-state 
tourists en 
tered New York state, and every ear 
left money there. 
Thousands 
of 
automobile parties 
crossed the continent this past sum­ 
mer and wherever they went ♦hey left 
money. Formerly this money remain 
ed in the cities and 
never saw the 
country, so to 
speak.

Rock Springs, Wyo., which is on the 
Lincoln highway, a $100,000 hqtel is 
being built to take care of automo­ 
bile guests. The town 
has a popula­

and at Fremont one is to cost $200,-

Mise Marie Des Rosters, a nurse, had 
acknowledged that they had commit­ 
ted perjury when they testified that 
Mrs. M atters was the mother of the 
child she sought to have declared heir 
to the $200,900 estate. 
The charge of conspiracy was lodg­ 
ed against Mrs. Matters, Miss Des Ro­ 
sters, Dr. Beroard and tw’o private de­ 
tectives, Charles Mellon and Harry 
Edwards. 
The first three were also 
accused of perjury and Mrs. Matters 
and the detectives were in d ite d for 
the alleged fraudulent production of 
the false heir.

SUPERIOR RURAL ROAD WORK 


Suggestions to Communities for the 
Construction and Maintenance of 
Country Highways. 


That full value may be received for 
the money appropriated for road pur­ 
poses and that the best results ob­ 
tainable may be secured it is essential 
that the right man shall be placed in 
charge of road work. 
He should be 
selected not only because he actually 
knows more about good roads than 
any other person in the community, 
but also because he can get the best 
results from the money furnished. 
It 
is not sufficient, however, to let the 
m atter rest with the appointment ot 
a road overseer. 
He should receive 
the whole-hearted support of the com­ 
munity in the work. It should ho seen 
to that under the conditions and with 
the money furnished the community 
is getting what it has a right to ex­ 
pect in the way of read improvement 
It is well to remember that if for any 
reason an incompetent man is placed 
in charge of the work the responsi­ 
bility for failure rests upbn the com­ 
munity. 
There should be no other 
consideration, therefore, in selecting a 
road overseer than that of securing a 
man with the ability to perform tile 
duties required. It shqqld be realized 
that good roads have much to do with 
the prosperity of a community and 
that united action in the right direc1 
tion is the surest and quickest way to 
secure them. 
Where the road overseer has had 
but little experience in road work, cr 
wlmre some new and difficult problem 
is presented to the experienced man, 
the office of public reads and rural 
engineering of the U. S. department 
of agriculture when requested, will of­ 
fer advice and suggestions for carry­ 
ing on the work and how best to over­ 
come the difficulties. 
To secure a satisfying road of an> 
type, it is absolutely necessary to re­ 
member: 
First, 
drainage; 
second, 
drainage; and third, drainage. 
The 
earth road, properly cared for, will 
answer satisfactorily for the traffic of 
many rural sections that cannot af­ 
ford the better types of roads; but 
the earth road must be well drained. 
After this fact is well understood, 
two other requirements may be taken 
up—the location of the road and the 
reduction of grades to a general aver­ 
age of 5 per cent. 
With the exception of sandy roads, 
which are easiest for traveling when 
damp, all roads must have proper side 
ditches to carry away the surface wa­ 
ter. 
In order to lead this surface wa­ 
ter to the ditch, the road surface must 
have a crown, or rounded roof, high­ 
est in the center and sloping toward 
the side ditches. A very easy and sat­ 
isfactory way to keep earth, clay, and 
gravel roads crowned, by the use of

the split-log drag, is explained in 
Farmers’ Bulletin 597, copies of which 
may be obtained upon application to 
the department. 
After the road has been crowned 
and the crown is kept in condition by 
the wise use of the road drag, it 
should be seen to thart ditches are kept 
free from weeds, etc., and that they 
are deep enough to carry off the wa- 
ter which * runs into them. 
In most 
cases a wide, shallow ditch is best. 
Deep ditches are dangerous to traffic. 
At spaces of every few hundred feet 
along the roadway a culvert of some 
kind should be placed to carry away 
the water which has gathered in the 
ditches. 
A road properly built generally will 
not have an average grade of more 
than 5 per cent. 
By “per cent of 
grade” is meant the number of feet 
the road rises or “climbs” for every 
IOO feet of its length. 


Every Farmer Concerned. 
The improvements of good roads 
and ditches is a matter which con­ 
cerns every farmer who desires to in­ 
crease the value of his land or the 
farm property of the community in 
whi'ffi he resides as a whole. 


Crown Roads Before Dragging. 
Before dragging a road it ought to 
be crowned properly and the drainage 
attended to—in other words, put into 
good condition and then the worTc of 
taking care of it will give the best re­ 
sults.

T he apple crop 
is 
m aking 
more 


money than any other farm crop in 


Missouri if properly grown and m ar­ 
keted, according to J. C. W hitten, of 
the Missouri College of Agriculture. 
Many m en are making little or noth­ 
ing out of it because of their failure 
to prune, spray and care for their 
trees. 
Such men have 
been 
com­ 
plaining that they could not sell their 
apples, and enormous quantities cer­ 
tainly were wasted in Missouri orch­ 
ards last fall. 
At the same time, the 
growers who had properly managed 
their orchards, graded their fruit and 
put it into cold storage 
for 
higher 
prices later in the w inter are making 
money 
out 
of their crops. 
If the 
orchards are not wrell 
managed, 
so 
much of the fruit is small, scabby, 
wormy or otherw ise so unfit for sto r­ 
age that a satisfactory price can not 
be secured for it; so it is dumped on 
the m arket in poor shape for imme­ 
diate use, and in worse 
shape 
for 
storage. 
Such fruit spoils the m ar­ 
ket temporarily, but is quickly con­ 
sumed or lost, and even this soon af­ 
ter Christmas we are 
paying 
high 
prices again for good apples. 
The 
value 
of careful spraying is 
well shown by a careful test in which 
the college co-operated w’ith tw’enty- 
fiv^ orchardists and sprayed each or­ 
chard four times a year at a cost of 
$22.26 an acre. 
The fruit on the un­ 
sprayed trees sold for $18.05 an acre, 
while that on the sprayed trees sold 
for $187.19 an acre, or more than ten 
times as much, making the average 
net 
profit 
from spraying $136.78 an 
acre, or about 600 per cent on the in­ 
vestment. 
Pruning 
may 
be 
made to show' 
equally good results, but both pruning 
and 
spraying 
is necessary. 
F. W. 
Faurot, of the agricultural extension 
service, says pruning may 
be 
done 
any time during the w inter wffien the 
w eather is warm enough to make the 
work comfortable. 
He 
proceeds 
to 
give some brief simple directions for 
getting good results 
by 
what 
he 
calls 
renovation 
pruning 
of 
apple 
trees. 
Most of the Missouri orchards 
are certainly in need of a thorough 
renovation. 
Avoid the common practice of cut­ 
ting 
off 
all 
the 
branches 
easily 
reached from the ground, and leaving 
the tree looking like a large feather 
duster. 
Begin at the top and thin out 
branches which shade the center of 
the tree too much, 
lf the tops are 
too high, low’er them moderately and 
gradually so as not to disturb the 
balance between top and roots. 
If the 
root system has been 
developed 
to 
take care of a large top and much of 
this is suddenly removed, the roots 
will send up so much more material 
than the rem aining top can use that 
there will be a big growth of water 
sprouts. 
Most people remove too lit­ 
tle instead of too much of the top, 
but it is often necessary to distribute 
the work over two years and some­ 
times over three years. 
Trees planted too thickly may need 
thinning, but if the branches of neigh­ 
boring trees overlap, the level ones 
may be cut back 
to 
some 
upright 
branch. 
Always prune close to the 
trunk or main branch, and never leave 
a stub to carry decay into the tree. 
Paint all cut surfaces with wffiite lead 
and raw* oil. 
Cut out blister canker 
completely, and disinfect the pruning 
tools in a mixture of corrosive subli­ 
m ate in a thousand parts of water, 
or disease may be carried from tree 
to tree throughout the orchard.

That full value may be received for 
the money appropriated for road pur­ 
poses and that the best results ob­ 
tainable may be secured it is essential 
that the right man shall be placed in 
charge of road work. 
He should be 
selected not only because he actually 
knows more about good roads than 
any other person in the community, 
but also because he can get the best 
results from the money furnished. It 
is not sufficient, however, to let the 
matter rest with the appointment of 
a road overseer. 
He should receive 
the whole-hearted support of the com­ 
munity in the work. It should he seen 
to that under the conditions and with 
the money furnished the community 
is getting wrhat it has a right to ex­ 
pect in the way of road improvement 
It is well to remember that if for any 
reason an incompetent man is placed 
in charge of the work the responsi­ 
bility for failure rests upon the com 
iminity. 
There should be no other 
consideration, therefore, in selecting a 
road overseer than that of securing a 
man with the ability to perform the 
duties required. It should be realized 
that good roads have much to do with 
the prosperity of a community and 
that united action in the light direc­ 
tion is the surest and quickest Wray to 
secure them. 
Where the road overseer has had 
bul little experience in road w’ork, or 
where some new and difficult problem 
is presented to the experienced man, 
the office of public roads and rural 
engineering of the U. S. department 
of agriculture when requested, will of­ 
fer advice and suggestions for carry­ 
ing on the work and how’ best to over 
come the difficulties. 
To secure a satisfying road of an} 
type, it is absolutely necessary to re­ 
member: 
First, 
drainage; 
second, 
drainage; and third, drainage. 
The 
earth road, properly cared for, will 
answer satisfactorily for the traffic of 
many rural sections that cannot af­ 
ford the better types of roads; but 
the earth road must be well drained. 
After this fact is well understood, 
two other requirements may be taken 
up—the location of the road and the 
reduction of grades to a general aver­ 
age of 5 per cent. 
With the exception of sandy roads, 
which are easiest for traveling when 
damp, all roads must have proper Side 
ditches to carry awmy the surface wa­ 
ter. In order to lead this surface wa­ 
ter to the ditch, the road surface must 
have a crown, or rounded roof, high­ 
est in the center and sloping toward 
the side ditches. A very easy and sat­ 
isfactory way to keep earth, clay, and 
gravel roads crowned, by the use of

$500,000 are every year, there are 17 
in the state with annual incomes run­ 
ning from $100,000 
to 
$150,000; 15

000. Then comes the lonesome

There 
are 3,139 single men and women 
in 
Missouri who have to content them ­ 
selves with living on less than $4,000 
in the course of every twelve months,

that they are therefore listed for and 
enjoy the proud pleasure of individu­ 
ally contributing to Uncle Sam ’s cof­ 
fers.

I am Scoutmaster,

as this movement.

SO SAYS THE COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE 


More Money in the Apple Crop Than 
in Any Other Farm Crop in the 
State if It Is Given the 
Proper Attention. 


The apple crop 
is 
making 
more 


money than any other farm crop in 


Missouri if properly grown and mar­ 
keted, according to J. C. W hitten, of 
the Missouri College of Agriculture. 
M any men are making little or noth­ 
ing out of it because of their failure 
to prune, spray and care for their 
trees. 
Such men have 
been 
com­ 
plaining that they could not sell their 
apples, and enormous quantities cer­ 
tainly were wasted in Missouri orch­ 
ards last fall. 
At the same time, the 
grow'ers w'ho had properly managed 
their orchards, graded their fruit and 
put it into cold storage 
for 
higher 
prices later in the winter are making 
money 
out 
of their crops. 
If the 
orchards are not wrell 
managed, 
so 
much of the fruit is small, scabby, 
wormy or otherwise so unfit for stor­ 
age that a satisfactory price can not 
be secured for it; so it is dumped on 
the market in poor shape for imme­ 
diate use, and in w'orse 
shape 
for 
storage. 
Such fruit spoils the m ar­ 
ket temporarily, but is quickly con­ 
sumed or lost, and even this soon af­ 
ter Christmas w'e are 
paying 
high 
prices again for good apples. 
The 
value 
of careful spraying is 
w'ell shown by a careful test in which 
the college co-operated with tw’enty- 
five orchardists and sprayed each or­ 
chard four times a year at a cost of 
$22.26 an acre. 
The fruit on the un­ 
sprayed trees sold for $18.05 an acre, 
w'hile that on the sprayed trees sold 
for $187.19 an acre, or more than ten 
times as much, making the average 
net 
profit 
from spraying $136.78 an 
acre, or about 600 per cent on the in­ 
vestment. 
Pruning 
may 
be 
made to show' 
equally good results, but, both pruning 
and 
spraying 
is necessary. 
F. W . 
Faurot, of the agricultural extension 
service, says pruning may 
be 
done 
any time during the winter when the 
weather is warm enough to make the 
work comfortable. 
He 
proceeds 
to 
give some brief simple directions for 
getting good results 
by 
w'hat 
he 
calls 
renovation 
pruning 
of 
apple 
trees. 
Most of the Missouri orchards 
are certainly in need of a thorough 
renovation. 
Avoid the common practice of cut­ 
ting 
off 
all 
the 
branches 
easily 
reached from the ground, and leaving 
the tree looking like a large feather 
duster. 
Begin at the top and thin out 
branches which shade the center of 
the tree too much. 
If the tops are 
too high, low'er them moderately and 
gradually so as not to disturb the 
balance between top and roots. 
If the 
root system has been 
developed 
to 
take care of a large top and much of 
this is suddenly removed, the roots 
will send up so much more material 
than the remaining top can use that 
there w ill be a big grow'th of water 
sprouts. 
Most people remove too lit­ 
tle instead of too much of the top, 
but it is often necessary to distribute 
the work over two years and some­ 
times over three years. 
Trees planted too thickly may need 
thinning, but if the branches of neigh­ 
boring trees overlap, the level ones 
may be cut back 
to 
some 
upright 
branch. 
Always prune close to the 
trunk or main branch, and never leave 
a stub to carry decay into the tree. 
Paint all cut surfaces with white lead 
and raw' oil. 
Cut out blister canker 
completely, and disinfect the pruning 
tools in a mixture of corrosive subli­ 
mate in a thousand parts of water, 
or disease may be carried from tree 
to tree throughout the orchard.
